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Cinema and Drafthouse Proposal Will 
Face City Council at its Next Meeting

A Cinema and Drafthouse 
proposed for the Greenbelt 
(Utopia) Theater was the 
subject of an April 12 city 
council worksessiom. The 
council, at its April 18 regu¬ 
lar meeting will discuss 
whether to take a position 
on the liquor license appli¬ 
cation for the cinema. 

The applicant is Greenbelt 
Cinema, Inc. (GCI). President 
Peter Carney is also president 
of Bethesda Cinema, Inc., oper¬ 
ator of the Bethesda Cinema 
and Drafthouse on Wisconsin 
Avenue. GCI proposes a similar 
operation at the Greenbelt Thea¬ 
ter. 

GCI was recruited as a possi¬ 
ble tenant by the First Wash¬ 
ington Development Group, 
which is considering a joint ven¬ 
ture with George Chnstacos, 
owner of the shops in the 
Roosevelt Center. The venture 
would seek to revitalize the en¬ 
tire Center, 

Steve Gerden of First Wash¬ 
ington told council that the pro¬ 
ject is not feasible without ad¬ 
ditional income. Gerdon called 


rehabilitation of the theater an 
integral part of their plans, and 
said that since there “is no mar¬ 
ket for single theaters the 
Cinema and Drafthouse is “im¬ 
perative” to the venture. 

First Washington has already 
met with the consultants who 
prepared the master plan for 
the Roosevelt Center, according 
to City Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator Celia Wilson. 
Carney said his firm plans to 
restore the original marque 
while Gerdon said his firm has 
already inquired about the city’s 
plans for the Center’s facades. 

Dan LaPlaca, attorney for 
GCI, said that the joint ven¬ 
ture and the drafthouse are sep¬ 
arate issues, and that the joint 
venture proposal should not be 
considered a “veiled threat” 
should council reject the draft- 
house. 

Carney called his establish¬ 
ment a dinner theater which 
shows movies and said that the 
franchise agreement prohibits 
the showing of X-rated movies. 

GCI is seeking a beer and wine 
license and Carney said he does 
not intend to seek a license for 
hard liquor. Patrons must be 
at least 21 years old, except for 
children accompanied by a par¬ 
ent. He said that this was 


strictly enforced, and that, for 
example, a 21 year old could not 
bring in an 18 year old date. 
He said that it was necessary 
to restrict admissions since with 
the dimmed lights and close 
seating it would not otherwise 
be possible to enforce the ban 
on underage drinking. 

Council Cencems 
One of council’s concerns was 
the introduction of liquor ser¬ 
vice into the center. Council- 
member Antoinette M. Bram was 
concerned about minors using 
fake ED’s. Carney said that 
employees are well versed on 
valid ID’s The theater siezes 
any falsified ID’s presented, he 
said. 

Carney said that the theater

suggested a token fee of $5 for 
seniors. When neither of these 
proposals were supported by 
the “group of three,” Isaacs 
complained that he and Bram 
were the only ones giving in the 
compromise attempts, 

Isaacs said the members were 
“kidding ourselves” if they 
thought the city could open the 
indoor pool and not charge ev¬ 
eryone. He saw the current pool 
season as a transition year, with 
the city needing to recoup some 
of the renovation costs of the 
outdoor pool and introduce the 
idea that all citizens would have 
See POOL, page 9, col.

COUNCIL UPS SWIM POOL FEES 
OUT LETS SENIORS SWIM FREE

The final unanimous vote did not reflect solidarity 
among the Greenbelt City Council as members voted to 
raise the outdoor swimming pool rates for the 1988 sea¬ 
son but did not charge resident senior citizens $15 for a 
season pass. This fee was proposed by the Recreation 
Department and supported by the Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Board. Although all members of council voted 
to continue the present policy of letting seniors swim free, 
two of those members did not themselves approve. 

Under the ordinance passed by in the meeting and thus agreed 


council, resident season pass 
rates will be $100 for families 
and $45 for individuals. Non¬ 
resident rates will be $150 and 
$70. 

The only controversy sui- 
rounded the proposal to introduce 
a $15 season pass fee for resi¬ 
dent senior citizens, who cur¬ 
rently are not charged for ad¬ 
mission. (Nonresident senior 
citizens are charged $40 under 
the ordinance.) 

The Recreation Department 
needed council’s decision at this 
meeting in order to meet theix 
deadline for printing the promo¬ 
tional material for the pool. 
Earlier council had approved an 
amendment to the pool rates 
proposed in the ordinance intro¬ 
duced at the March meeting. 
Therefore, a vote by at least four 
councilmembers to suspend the 
rules would be required before 
the ordinance could be consider¬ 
ed for final passage. 

Council was deadlocked at 2-2, 
when it considered the bill early 


to delay action until Council- 
member Edward Putens could ar¬ 
rive. When the full council vot¬ 
ed, it was again deadlocked, 
however, with Putens, Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld and Councilmember 
Thomas X, White voting for sus¬ 
pension and Councilmember Jo¬ 
seph Isaacs and Antoinette M. 
Bram opposed. 

Finally, Weidenfeld pointed 
out the futility of the opposi¬ 
tion, He said that if council 
did not vote to suspend the rules, 
the ordinance would be placed 
on the next agenda, at which the 
three-member majority would 
prevail. Thus, the same rates 
would be imposed, but the recre¬ 
ation department would have two 
fewer weeks to sell pool passes, 

Isaacs and Bram both argued 
for introduction of a fee for 
resident senior citizens. Finally, 
in efforts to forge a compromise, 
Bram said she would agree not 
to impose the fee this year, if 
council would agree to impose 
some fee next year, while Isaacs 


If BA PC is Privatized ...

The Prince Georges County Planning Department in 
October 1987 issued a study evaluating the effects of 
private development at the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center on existing and programmed public facilities 
in the area. Apparently the study, which was ordered by 
the Prince Georges county council and the county execu¬ 
tive, was requested in response to longstanding concern 
that the Federal Government might sell BARC land. 


Over the years, a gradual chip¬ 
ping away has seen BARC re¬ 
duced from approximately 14,- 
000 to its current 7,200 acres. 
An amendment sponsored by 
Congressman Steny Hoyer, and 
passed by Congress at its last 
session, now prohibits future 
surplussing of BARC property 
without prior consent of Cong¬ 
ress. However, an uneasiness is 
still felt among county and local 
officials and BARC “watchers” 
because of the Administration’s 
desire to sell federal lands in an 
effort to reduce the deficit. 

BARC Report 

In his February letter accomp¬ 
anying the completed study, 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening informed Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld that the planning 
staff has concluded that “private 
redevelopment of the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center, 
even at a very low intensity, 
would result in severe conse¬ 
quences for the infrastructure 
of Prince Georges County.” 
Glendening was referring, in par¬ 
ticular, to the surrounding areas 
where master plans are being 
prepared - Subregion I (Belts¬ 
ville, and Laurel), College Park- 
Greenbelt-Langley Park and 
Bowie-Collington. The BARC 
study will be incorporated into 
these plans. 

For testing purposes, the staff 
drew up two hypothetical land 
use scenarios — one containing 
the lowest-possible land use den¬ 
sities, the other containing 
slightly higher densities. This 
analysis, staff concluded, “show¬ 


ed that development under both 
alternatives would present seri¬ 
ous public facility impacts,” and 
require expensive improvements 
beyond those already planned in 
the transportation network. 

Included among these improve¬ 
ments are widening of the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway to 
eight lanes with all interchanges 
requiring reconstruction. (Such 
expansion, the staff notes is con¬ 
trary to current Department of 
Interior policy.) Other “im¬ 
provements” include changing 
current plans for a six-lane 
Kenilworth Avenue Extended to 
an eight-lane facility from Pow¬ 
der Mill Road to the Intercounty 
Connector, “with access limited 
to intersections” and upgrading 
Soil Conservation road to “at 
least a collector” between Pow¬ 
der Mill and Greenbelt Road. 
Finally, Beaver Dam Road would 
be upgraded to an arterial be¬ 
tween Soil Conservation Road 
and Kenilworth Avenue Extend¬ 
ed and relocated to the south “in 
order to provide an adequate 
distance from Powder Mill Road.” 
The staff pointed out that this 
change might require an inter¬ 
change with the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. 

The study also noted that the 
scenarios examined would require 
additional water pumping ca¬ 
pacity. as well as the construc¬ 
tion of a water storage facility; 
three elementary schools, one 
middle school, one-half of a high 
school, one new full-service fire 
station, and 43 additional police 
officers. 


CFG Hears Reports on Parkway 
Reconstruction; “Renaissance 93”

Citizens of Greenbelt got the chance to find out about 
upcoming construction on the Baltimore- Washington Park¬ 
way (Parkway) at the Citizens for Greenbelt (CFG) annual 
meeting on Thursday, March 31 in the city council cham¬ 
bers. Plans to renovate the Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center were also heard. 


Several officials from the Na¬ 
tional Park Service and the Eas¬ 
tern Direct Federal Division/ 
Federal Highway Administration 
were on hand to explain and an¬ 
swer questions about planned 
renovation work on the Parkway. 
(The Parkway north from Route 
50 to just south of Route 175, 
including interchanges is un¬ 
der federal jurisdiction.) 

Patrick Gregerson, planner 
with the National Park Service, 
explained that repair work in¬ 
cludes fixing the pavement; con¬ 
structing paved, six foot should¬ 
ers plus two feet of curb and 
gutter; improving some of the 
interchanges; repairing some of 
the bridges; and changing the 
guard rails to low, double faced 
stone walls (designed for aes¬ 
thetic reasons to be like those on 
Skyline Drive). 

Work will first be done from 
the Washington D.C. line to just 
south of Route 410 (Riverdale 
Road). Northbound lanes near 
Route 202 will be reconfigured. 

Gregerson said that sections 
near Routes 32, 193, 197, 198 and 
Riverdale Road are in the de¬ 


sign stage and that the county 
is designing 193 (Greenbelt 
Road), 

Landscaping will be done at 
the end of the project using na¬ 
tive plants. The vegetation will 
also be thickened in places to 
screen the Parkway from hous¬ 
es. 

Although the construction will 
take place in different sections 
during the 10 years the whole 
project is expected to require, 
Project Manager Louis DeLorme 
quipped that to Greenbelters it 
will feel like 10 years of con¬ 
struction, since Greenbelt is lo¬ 
cated in the middle of the Park¬ 
way. 

In response to Dorothy Pyles’ 
question on what part the Park 
Service will play in the repair 
near the interchange of 193 and 
the Parkway, Gregerson answer¬ 
ed that they will have responsi¬ 
bility for the median strip, the 
appearance of the bridge, the 
alignment, and lanes leading up 
to the ramp. He also said that 
there will be three lanes going 
each way under the bridge: two 
through lanes and acceleration/

deceleration lanes. 

A Greenbriar resident asked 
how close the realignment of the 
Parkway interchange would 
bring the road to the Greenbri¬ 
ar tennis courts and what pians 
were being made to butter tne 
courts. DeLorme assured him 
that every effort would be made 
to screen the courts, but they 
have yet to receive the grading 
plans. 

The Park Service officials said 
that part of the landscaping 
would be opening up some or 
the areas wnere trees have 
grown over the road to create a 
tunnel effect. Several persons 
expressed concern at this. Hut 
DeLorme assured them it would 
be sparingly done and only in 
areas where such dense growth 
occurred for mile alter nine and 
“gets boring,’' Several people 
exclaimed at once that “we nke 
trees here in Greenbeit” and 
“that’s not boring.” 

Specific questions were also 
asked about various parts of the 
Parkway. The Patuxent bridge 
is scheduled to be repaired this 
year. 

Ruth Kastner wondered if the 
width of the survey stakes meant 
that additional lanes would be 
added. Gregerson assured her 
these had nothing to do with 
construction. He added that the 
Park Service does not want 
three lanes north of route 450.

is cleared between shows, leav¬ 
ing patrons less than two hours 
for drinking. In addition, un¬ 
like restaurants and clubs, he 
said the focus at the drafthouse 
is on the movie, rather than on 
the food and drink and socializ¬ 
ing. Permitting socializing 
would disturb moviegoers and 
hurt his business, he said. 

Bram and Mayor pro tern Jo¬ 
seph Isaacs, presiding in the 
absence of Mayor Gil Weiden* 
feld, were concerned about the 
effect of the operation on the 
character of the center. Isaacs 
said that on-site drinking was 
unprecedented in the Center. 
Citing Greenbelt’s attraction to 
“yuppies” LaPlaca said that the 
location is ideal, and jokingly 
asked “how close would you 
want it to be the police sta¬ 
tion?” 

Another concern of council 
was the displacement of the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, w’hieh 
currently leases the theater. 
Carney said that they are wil¬ 
ling to allow a limited mixed 
use. In a letter to Arts Center 
member Konrad Herling, Carney 
offered the Arts Center the use 
of the building for four to six 
weekends per year. He also of¬ 
fered to hold an annual fund 
raising promotion for the Arts 
Center. Carney told council 
that daytime uses of the thea¬ 
ter would be no problem, 

Councilmember Edward Pu- 
tens, saying he was “intrigued” 
by the proposal by First Wash¬ 
ington, was concerned that only 
one-half of the proposed joint 
venture was represented, Ger- 
don said that center owner 
Christacos had intended to at¬ 
tend, but was unable to due to 
an unspecified emergency. 

However. Putens said that a 
multi-use theater is vital to the 
center and said that with the 
Arts Center it is being used as 
intended. 

Isaacs also wanted to hear 
more of the proposed joint ven¬ 
ture. but was concerned that the 
drafthouse represented a drama¬ 
tic departure from the tradition¬ 
al orientation of the center as 
the social hub of the city. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White suggested that the entire 
issue may be moot given the 


legislation passed that day pro¬ 
hibits the isuance of liquor li¬ 
censes to theaters in the county. 
The legislation takes effect on 
July 1. 

Bram said that even so, she 
would opose the liquor license 
in the spirit of the legislation, 
which council had supported. 

LaPlaca said that the draft- 
house was a restaurant that 
showed movies and that his posi¬ 
tion is that the legislation does 
not apply to this establishment. 

Citizen Concerns 

Vice President Wayne Wil¬ 
liams of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
read a statement from the board 
that took no position on the li¬ 
quor license pe se, but expres* 
sed concern that the operation 
may overwhelm the parking fa¬ 
cilities, both in the Center lots 
and on the surrounding streets. 
Several individuals present also 
cited parking as a primary con¬ 
cern, 

James Cassels of the Roosevelt 
Center Association, presented 
the group’s concerns about the 
marketing of beer in the center 
and the incompatibility of the 
business with what he termed 
a neighborhood center. 

A number of citizens, many of 
them associated with the Arts 
Center, echoed council’s con¬ 
cerns about the impact on that 
group, even with the joint-use 
proposal by GCI. Carney cau¬ 
tioned Arts Center members not 
to assume that they will have 
continued use of the theater if 
the drafthouse is rejected. He 
said that any new owner will 
need some profit making busi¬ 
ness in that space. 

Another concern, expressed by 
Beatrice Whitehall, was that the 
nearby residents may be dis¬ 
turbed by the noise fienerated 
by a large number of people 
exiting the cneter at the same 
time.

Windsor Green resident Shel¬ 
don Nat, an attorney with La- 
Placa’s firm, speaking as a pri¬ 
vate resident, thought the draft- 
house a great idea for Greenbelt. 
He said it would attract are- 
residents who would otherwise 
go elsewhere for entertainment 
and praised the Bethesda opera¬ 
tion.

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Pool Fees for Seniors Rejected

to pay for pool admissions. He 
noted that no other area pool 
offers free admission to seniors. 

Bram said that the proposed 
fee was reasonable and called the 
issue one of equity. Both she 
and Isaacs raised the point that 
individual families, charged $100 
for a season pass may need 
help more than some seniors. 
She agreed with the increases in 
the nonresident rates, saying 
they should carry the brunt of 
the increases. 

PRAB Chairman Keith Cher- 
nikoff said that PRAB felt that 
the original proposal, giving 
seniors a 67 percent discount, 
recognized seniors* importance 
to the community. He called the 
senior rate consistent with na¬ 
tional and local trends. 

Chernikoff said that the city 
already has a policy that people 
of any age who cannot afford 
to buy pool passes can, upon pre¬ 
sentation of proof, be granted 
free passes. 

Weidenfeld said that it ould 
be awkward to determine which 
seniors cannot afford to pay. He 
said that the reason the fee for 
senior citizen passes was elim¬ 
inated some years ago was to 
encourage use of the pool by 
seniors. Weidenfeld said that 
the city provides many other rec¬ 
reation facilities, such as ball- 
fields and tennis courts, that are 
primarily used by younger eiti- 


Weidenfeld also argued that 
cost was not a significant con¬ 
sideration in the argument. He 
said even if all of the approxi¬ 
mately 200 residents who receive 
free senior citizen passes pur¬ 
chased $15 passes, only $3,OCO 
in additional revenue would be 
collected. 

White, who offered the amend¬ 
ed resolution striking the fee 
for seniors, said the free ad¬ 
mission for seniors is a philo¬ 
sophical statement the city 
makes which he did not want 
to change. 

Putens also opposed the fee, 
saying it represented a signifi¬ 
cant policy change and would 
send a message he does not want 
to send. 

Youth Center Gym 

Council, under a suspension of 
the rules, appropriated $14,400 
for further repairs to the Youth 
Center gymnasium ceiling. Giese 
said in his written agenda com¬ 
ments that the repairs current¬ 
ly in progress will not be suf¬ 
ficient to prevent ceiling tiles 
from falling. To solve this prob¬ 
lem additional supports must be 
welded to the ceiling. To avoid 
delays and a second closing of 
the Youth Center, the appropri¬ 
ations ordinance and a related 
ordinance permitting a negotia¬ 
ted purchase instead of the usu¬ 
ally required bidding, were 
passed under a suspension of he 
rules.
